Mc CUE MAKES ACCUSATIONS

Charges House With Jockeying With
Bubject—Chapin Bays Some Mem-
bers Are Insincere—Others Be-
come Personal in Debate.

SALEM, Ore, Feb,

The Joint conference committes on
rallroad leglalation recommended the
Chapln blll enrly this afternoon, The
Benate committes flrst proposed that
the Bingham bill be passad. The vote
wtood thres to three. The next Houre
committen proposed that the House
bill be passad. This resulted In a tle
vote, The Houme committes withdrew
and the Henale committes caucused,
and fNnally declded to recommend to
the Senale the paskage of the Chapin
mearurs, Bowerman and Miller of
Marlon, a majority of the Bennte coms
mittee, made the mnjority recommens
Jatlon.

The House By o vote of 28 to 29
took another step this morning In
throttling rallroad legislation. In half
an hour the House took the Bingham
Railroad Commiassion bill that had
been passed by the Benate from the
tablg and Indefinitely postponed It and
then the House machine laughed In
the fnce of the Senite by appointing
a conference committes composed of
Rodgers, Campbell and Jackson, the
throe leaders, who, with Davey, have
fought for the cause of the rallronds
and petty polities in the House,

McCue plainly told the House that
It was jockeying with the entire ques-
tion, and Mr. Chapin charged that the
membors who were trying to Indefin-
Itely postpons were Insincern In thelr
protestations for any rallrond leginla-

Whon by a margin of one vote the
fingham bill was Indefinitely post-
poned, the man who had slipped the
Sennte In sarcApm moved that a con-
ference committee be appolnted, the
motion was carrled and the speaker
appointed tho three leaders in the
House who had fought the support of
the committee for the original Chaplin
bill and had just Indefinitely posts
poned the Bingham blll.

When the appointmenta were made,
members onlled from the floor of the
House, “It's golng the same old way."

But Disgusted Minority Members

May Go and Not Leave.
Quorum.

THREE HUNDRED BILLS LEFT

House Would Have to Pass Measures
at the Rate of Twelve Bills An
Hour to Finish on Time—New
Bills Being Introduced.

BALEM, Ore, Feb, 13.—The Oregon
Legisinture may de this seasion what
It han never done before—extend the
40 days' sesalon for another week or
two,

Tha situation Is this: If the House
holds night sessions every night until
Sunday, it will have, including today,
only 28 working hours, the sessions
being each day from 10 a, m. to noon
and from & to 6 p. m. and from § to
10 p. m. With 28 working hours left
In which to pass House bllls the House
has something more than 320 bills to
act on, nearly as many as are usually
acted on during an entire seasion.

This means that during every work-
ing hour from now untll the end of
the week the House must pass finally
on nearly 12 bills an hour, and to
dnte no Oregon House has ever made
un record of that sort. As many of the
moat Important measures of the sea.
slon are still ahend of the House, It
is clearly Impossible to attain this
average, for at the utmost speed on
local measures that require slight ide-
bate the House finds trouble In dis-
posing of more than half a dozen an
hour the day through.

More bills have been Introduced for
firat reading the Inst thrée days than
have been disposed of, something that
never happened before. THe members
for ten days have been saying some-
thing must be done. But now they
are frank In confessing that they Jdon't
know what to do.

Half a dozen leaders In the House,
fncluding the Speaker, have befn In-
terviewed on this question_today and
without exception they can 8ée no way
oyt unless another week 1s added to
the session, Everyone admits that
this 18 the only feaslble way of es-
enpe, but the majority are anxlous to
go home and several state that they
will leave for home when the 40-day
term  expires, no matter, what the
House may Jdeclde to do,

It might easily result that the leg-
fslature would declde to prolong Its
gesslong and then lose enough mem-
bers #0 that no quorum would be
present and nothing could be done,
The lntest fight over the rallroad bill
in the House has antagonized a strong
minority In the House and many are
dlsgusted enough to leave the legisla-
ture suspended In mid-air.

THIRTY ARE VIGTIMS

Gas Explosion in Los Angeles
Kills and Injures Many.

BRAVE SESCUE WORK DONE

Proprietor of Restaurant in Which
Catastrophe Ococurs Ruzhes Into
Flames and S8aves Maimed Men
from Falling Walls.

LOS ANGELES, Feb, 13.—An ex-
plosion due to leaking gas In a res-
taurant near the corner of Second and
Maln streets In the heart of the city
today killed three persons and horri-
bly mangled and injured half a Jdozen
others, seriously injured nearly a score
more and completely wrecked a two-
gtory brick bullding in which were
located four small buslness conceérns.
The restaurant was  completely
wrecked as was algo a talloring estab-
llshment and a small laundry. The
offices of several small concerns on the
second floor were completely ruined, A
large force of firemen and workmen
labored all the afternoon clearing away
the wreckage: Electrle llghts were
strung tonight and the work contin-
It is8 feared that others are still
in the ruins, The bullding was an old
one and will be a total loss. Other
bulldings in the vicinity, one of which
waa the Flrst National bank, also suf-
fered severely, The sxact cause of the
explosion 13 yet unknown, but it is be-
lteved that gas was Ignited by an em-
ploye of the gas company who was
searching In the basement for a leak
in the plpe. Hg was terribly Injured
and may dle. Many had narrow es-
capes and & number of brave rescues
of Injured were made by the proprie-
tor, who rushed into the smoke and
dust and Jdragged out the malmed and
helpless ones from the danger of fall-
ing walls,

HAS DEPRESSION IN SKULL|

Defense Will  Probably Introduce
Thaw's Will Again Today, as Tes-
timony—After Which Mrs.
Thaw Will Resume Story.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13 —The Thaw
trial today was limited to an after-
noon session of less than two hours'
duration, the morning session having
been abandoned because of the iliness
of the wife of Juror Bolton. The juror
was allowed to visit his home in com-
pany with two other jurors and two
court officers. He found his wife suf-
fering from double pneumonia and two
physicians certified that her condition
was very serlous. Bolton returned to
the jury panel in time for the after-
noon session. There was a stipula-
tion by (he counsel by which the jur-
or might again visit nls home accom-
panied by the baliliffs tonight. Bolton
this afternoon appeared distracted,
taking little interest In the proceed-
ings. 1f Mrs. Bolton's condition con-
tinues so critlical her husband cannot
be expected to give proper considera-
tion to his dutles as a juror, there may
be an indefinite postponement, all
jurors being locked up, or possibly a;
mistrial.

Dr. Britton D. Evans gave the only
testimony heard today. His direct ex-
amination wag concluded, but District
Attorney Jerome reserved the right to
crogs examine the expert later. Dr.
Byvans tastified to the existence of a
denression In the hack of Thaw's heal
af the wost unusual character, but
was unuble to state (ts signficance, He
sald Thaw's pulse was the most extra-
ordinary he had even seen. It would
vary 12 to 14 beats in a minute. The
pulse indlcated that his sympathetic
nervous system was serlously at fault.
Evans said he Jiscovered no evidence
of drug habits nor any tremors char-
acteristic of excessive excessive In-
dulgence in intoxlcants. As a resull
of the conference between the counsel
just before adjournment Jerome's at-
tornevs said Thaw's attorneys had
turned the will of the defendant over
to him fore examination before |t
should agaln be formally offered In
ovidence. Jerome said he might not
ofter any further ohjection to it. The
counsel also agresd that Jeromse
should have the privilege of talking
freely with Dr. Deemar and Dr. Bing-
man, the Thaw family physician,
about certaln testimony they have to
offer. Jerome sald if he knew the na-
ture of the testimony he might not
have to occupy so much of the court's
time and crowd the record with tech-
nical objections. Tomorrow Delmas
will offer the will In evidence. If It
{s accepted by the district attorney it
will be read to the jury. If it is not

GHARGESGOWARDIGE

Larchmont Survivor Says Women
Were Left to Fate,

Negro Waiter Declares Captain Got
in 8mall Boat and Then Told Pas-

sengers to Step In—Women
Woere Left on Board,

CAPTAIN FIRST TO LEAVE

PROVIDENCE, R. I, Feb. 13,.—Ter-
rible tales of suffering were brought
here tonight by survivors of _the
stéamer Larchmont and some passen-
gers asgert that In the hour of perll
helpless women were thrust aside by
men who cared only for thelr own
safety. The charge of cowardice I8
made by Fréed Helrgesell, an 18-year=
old lad of Brooklyn, N. Y. He sald
that not only were women left to
thelr fate, but that Captain McVey left
the sinking ship in the very first
boat; that some of the ship's crew
filled the hoats to the exclgsion of
passengers and at least one boat was
manned without oars when put over
the side.

Louis McFarland, a colored walter
on the Larchmont, sald that when he
reached the captain's boat he found
the captain there, The captain order-
ed the boat to be swung out, calling

| to passengers at the same tlme to

step In.

The passengers, McFarland sald,
seemed afrald to do so and as the ship
wag golng down, MeocVey ordered the
boat lowered. When it reached the
water, howeaver, the hope fastened to
the ring bolt and attached to the Jda-
vit above became caught and these In
the boat were in danger of belng
dragged down with the steamer when
the boatswaln cut the rope,

Helrgesell's statement I8 not con-
firmed by any of the other survivors,
but he insists that he |s right. Pres-
ldent Dunbaugh stated tonight that
the schooner was responaible for the
collislon and in view of the short time
before the steamer sunk he belleves
the steamer's crew dil all they owll;
